Su'h.iecti Arrest of Harvey Oswald 

Sir: 

On Novanher 22, 1963, I was voAlnj- Squad #211 vith Officer E. R/Eag«ott. 
V.'e have received Inforraation that an officer had 'been shot in the liOO 
Plock East Tenth Street. Ve reported to the area, and began a search 
with Fevoral othar officers for the snspect in the ahootinR. 

The Dispatcher gave information that a person fitting the description of 
the pfsfeot had entered the Texas Theater in the liOO block V;, Jefferson, 
I drove up the alley to the roar of the theater and Officer T. A. Hutsoa, 
who had started riding vith us during the search, vent to the exit door 
of the theater. There was a white r^le at the door viho said that he was 
the manaoer of the shoo store next door, and that he had seen the person 
inside the theater. 

Offiefs C. T. Valkor, H. N. McDonald, and Officer Hutsonhid entered the 
theater and I valVed in with the person who said ha had seen the suspect. 
He pointed to a white male sitting in the rear of the center section, and 
at this time I jumped off the stage and started toward the person, I was 
walW.n? up t^e north aisle when Officer WoDonald, who had walked \ip the 
south aisle, approriched the person in qiiestaon, ^he subject stood up and 
as Officer KcT'onalrt started to search him, he struck Officer IIcDonald in 
the face. The subjoct and Officer McDonald began to fight and both fell 
down in the seats. 

Officer Valker and I ran toward the subject and grabbed hin by his left 
arm. The subject had reached in his belt for a gun, and Officer McDonald 
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vas holding his right hand vith the gun in it,^ Officer Hutson had entered 
the TOM IsehJnd the njepeet, ana RraVhaa him around the neok end held him 
up. Ssrsrant G. L. Hill then took the gun. 

I ffot ray handeuff E out and placed tbo cuff on his left vrrlst first, and 
then the other officers pulled his right am behind hir, and I {-laced 
the right cuff on -fcis wrist. 

The suspoct vas then walked out the north end of the aisle. Officer Walker 
and roteotlve T5entley and Sergeant Hill, along vith o£her officers, took 
tho subject to a plain car in front of the theater and he was placed in 
this car and brought to the City Hall,
